By the Associated Press, 
WASHINGTON, Jan. 21.—Life 
has discriminated for so many 
years against William Adkins of 
Washington in favor of his broth- 
er, Jesse, that their 80-year-old 
father, Milton Adkins, has been 
moved to ask President Coolidge 
not to appoint his more favored 


ernment. 

Jesse Adkins is a prominent 
Washington attorney, president of 
the Bar Association and mentioned 
prominently for appointment to 
the District of Columbia Supreme 
Court bench. 

William Adkins has had no such 
honor. He has worked long years 
in Government Departments, fi- 
nally to become a clerk of the Dis- 
trict Supreme Court. 

The father, knowing that the 
law would necessitate the resigna- 
tion of William if one of his rela- 
t.,es were appointed to the bench, 
has taken his case to Attorney- 
General Sargent and to the White 
House. 

“Jesse,”” he said, “has had his 
share of life’s honors. This addi- 
tional recognition would mean lit- 
tle to him compared with what the 
loss of position would mean to Wil- 
liam. It is a hard thing for a fath- 
er to do, but I am compelled to 
do it.” 

So far as White House attaches 
can remember, this is the first time 
a father ever undertook to prevent 
a presidential appointment of his 
Own son.

CHICAGO, Jan. 21.—William 


Thomas Cosgrave,.President of the 
Executive Council] of the Irish Free 
State, and his official Cabinet, came 
to Chicago today to crowd into 24 
hours a friendly visit they had ex- 
pected to extend over three days, 
andereceived a greeting as friendly 
and warm as the greetings they 
brought from the “auld sod.” 
Mayor Thompson, the only man 


who did not wear a silk hat, wel- 
comed the Cosgrave party at the 
railroad station, conducted its 
members to the Drake Hotel, 
where he was host at a luncheon 
for them and where he was praised 
in turn by the Irish leader. From 
the luncheon the delegation rushed 
to a reception tendered by Edward 
N. Hurley, former head of the 
United States Shipping Board, and 
from the reception they were 
whisked over Chicago’s boulevards 
to ‘the city’s parks, where Cosgrave 
placed wreaths on the monuments 
of Lincoln, Grant and Gen. Phil 
Sheridan. Returning from the 
tour, the visitors barely had time 
to change to evening clothes before 
they were due at a banquet ten- 
dered to them by the Irish Fellow- 


ship Club, at which Cosgrave de- 


livered an address which was 
broadcast by radio. 

Despite elaborate preparations to 
forestall any demonstration by op- 
ponents of the Free State, the 
hundreds of police that accom- 
panied the visitors, found nothing 
to do but hold back enthusiastic 
crowds, 

Mayor Thompson, resplendent fn 
a roomy raccoon coat and natty 
sombrero, boomed a welcome into 
the ears of the Irish leader as 
photographers’ flashlights boomed 
and policemen battled with the 
cheering crowds. Smiling and bow- 
ing the delegation made i!ts way 
to the cars provided for its mem- 
bers, where Cosgrave was seat- 
ed beside the Mayor in an open 
machine for the drive along Mich- 
igan avenue to the Drake Hote} fn 
near zero’ weather. 

“Quite a Job” for Mayor. 

At the hotel the Irish executive 
told reporters that he thought 
Mayor Thompson had quite a job 
on his hands running a city like 
Chicago and added that if the 
Mayor were a member of the Irish 
leader's cabinet, Cosgrave would be 
assured of having a “100 horse 
power engine.” 

At the Mayor’s luncheon “Big 
Bill” informed the visiters that 
the Thompson family intended to 
see that freight was shipped  be- 
tween Chicago and Dublin for $7 
a ton. He explained that he was 
chairman'of the Great Lakes to the 
Gulf Waterway and that his broth- 
er-in-law is chairman of the Great 
Lakes-St. Lawrence waterway pro- 
ject, both destined to lower freight 
rates from Chicago. . 

“We have received great support 
and inspiration from the United 
States, and Chicago was not the 
yeast in offering both,’ said -Cos- 
grave in replying to the welcome. 
He told reporters that Ireland is 
advancing industrially and now has 
turned’ the corner and is coming 
back, after the repression follow- 
ing the war. One of Ireland’s 
greatest problems, he said, is keep- 
ing her people at home, because 
so many of them have more rela- 
tives in the United States and oth- 
er foreign countries than they have 
in the homeland. 

At the luncheon “Bathhous-” 
John Coughlin, dean of Chicago 
Aldermen, presented to Cosgrave a 
memoria] signed by the mémbe1s 
of the City Council extending gre2t- 
ings to-the visitors. 

It developed during the day that 
Cosgrave has several relatives here 
and they were to call on him at his 
hotel during his visit. One of 
them was Mrs. Margaret Byrne, 
an aunt, whom he had not seen 
for 40 years, and there also were 
several cousins. :

WASHINGTON, Jan. 21.—Sen- 
ator Harry B. Hawes of Missouri 
and Senator Thomas J. Walsh of 
‘Montana, both Democrats, came to- 
gether in an acrimonious clash at 


the Senate Interstate Commerce 
Committee heaving today on 
Walsh’s recolution for a general 
investigation of the electric power 
and utility industries. 

Hawes is a member of the com- 
mittee. Walsh is the author of the 
resolution. The caustic debate 
started when former Senator Irvine 
L. Lenroot (Rep.), Wisconsin, chief 
counsel for the utility combines, 
presented Dr. John T. Madden, 
dean of the New York University 
Schoo] of Commerce, as an expert 
witness to oppose the investigation. 

Walsh insisted that the commit- 
tee had decided to confine the 
hearing solely to approval or dis- 
approval of the resolution itself 
and that it would not hear testi- 
mony relating tothe economics of 
the utility industry. Madden would 
be an eminently proper witness be- 
fore an investigating committee, 
but had mo place at the present 
hearing, Walsh argued. He empha- 
sized the fact that he had not 
placed any expert witness before 
the committee, although many 
were available. 

Hawes Wants Limit Set. 

Hawes contended that he was in- 

terested in the economics of the 
industry and that to be able to pass 
On the resolution, he . wanted to 
hear testimony as to whether there 
Was need for: an investigation. 
. “Iam for an investigation and I 
shall vote for one,” Hawes de- 
clared, “but I will mot vote for an 
investigation which might go be- 
yond the rights laid down by the 
Federal Constitution. I don’t want 
an investigation of companies that 
are not interstate in character. I 
want to hear testimony so I can 
vote intelligently. I happen to be 
an old-fashioned states’ right Dem- 
Ocrat and I don’t want to invade 
the rights of the states. As I see 
it, the function of this committee 
is to pass on this resolution—to de- 
cide where it- ought to go and 
where it ought to stop.” 

What Hawes, specifically objects 
to is an investigation of expendi- 
tures by the combines for propa- 
ganda against public ownership, a 
delving into campaign expenditures 
and minute inquiry into the af- 
fairs of the operating companies. 
He is willing that the investigat- 
ing committee should go into the 
matter of interstate transmission 
of power and into holding and 
superholding companies. 

When Walsh intfoduced his reso- 
lution, Hawes voted to send it to 
the Interstate Commerce Commit- 
tee, whereas Walsh wanted it to 
go directly to Audit and Control 
Committee. 

In insisting that Dr. Madden 
should not take up the time of the 
committee, Walsh said he had been 
in communication with-a _ great 
many economists who favored an 
investigation of the utility indus- 
try but had not called them before 
the committee, believing that they 
were appropriate witnesses for the 
investigating committee. 

“Why didn’t you call them be- 
fore this committee?” Hawes 
asked. 

“To speak frankly, because I 
don’t want the subject investigated 
by this committee,” Walsh re- 
plied. 

“Let us hear the witness, and 
if Senator Walsh wants the testi- 
mony struck out, we:'can decide on 
that later,” Hawes said to Chair- 
man Watson. 

“If this witness goes on, I'll 
ask this committee to subpena wit- 
nesses who will favor the resolu- 
tion, whether Senator Walsh calis 
them or not,” Senator Couzens 
(Rep.), Michigan, interposed. 

Watson assumed the role of me- 
diator and suggested that the wit- 
nesses presented by Lenroot cold 
be kept within the proper bounds 
by the committee. This was agreed 
to after Sé@nator Smith (Dem.), 
South Carolina, observed that the 
committee should obtain some idea 
of the economics of the utility tn- 
dustry.

Famous Army Engineer 
Succumbs to Long Illness 
in New York at Age of 
70. 


HE WILL BE BURIED AT 
WEST POINT TUESDAY 


His Condition Had Not 
Been Generally Known— 
Served as Consultant 
After Retirement. 


By the Associated Press. 

NEW YORK, Jan. 21.—Major- 
General George Washington Goe- 
thals, who literally moved moun- 
tains to make possible the Panama 
Canal, died at his home today aft- 
er a lingering illness, He was '70 
years old. 

Mrs, Goethals and two sons were 
with the great engineer at the end. 
They announced that at his ex- 


pressed wish, burial would be at 
West Point, where Gen. Goethals 
wag trained for his career and 
where for a time he was instructor 
in astronomy and civil engineering. 

Services will be held at the chap- 
el of the United States Military 
Academy at 3 o’clock Tuesday aft- 
ernoon and interment will be in 
the post burial ground overlooking 
the Hudson. 

Although Goethals’ history is a 
long list of signal achievements, 
the feat with which his hame is 
most widely associated is the con- 
struction of the Panama Canal. Hig 
success was probably largely due to 
the fact that he could see beyond 
the strict limits of his profession. 
He realized that if Panama was to 
be conquered by engineers the lives 
of those engineers and all their 
employes must be protected, and so 
he took with him on his great miis- 
sion Major-General William Gé6r- 
gas, whom he made chief sanitary 
officer of the Canal Zone and who 
cleaned the Isthmtss of the fever 
which had taken terrible toll in 
previous attempts. 

In 1914 the great canal was at 
last completed and for two years, 
with his new commission as Major- 
General and with the thanks of 
Congress publicly accorded him, 
Gen. Goethols was the first Gov- 
ernor of the Canal Zone. Then he 
asked to retire from public life 
and for a time little was heard of 
him. 

During the war, however, he was 
recalled to active duty and per- 
formed notable services. After 
that he opened offices here and 
acted in an advisory capacity in 
connection with numerous large 
projects. 

Two months ago, associates said, 
in disclosing for the first time that 
death wag not so unexpected to 
those close to him as to the gen- 
eral public, he became seriously {IL 
From that time until today his 
strength had been slowly slipping 
from him and just at noon death 
at last terminated the long ca- 
reer of America’s greatest engineer. 


Credited With Greatest Engincer- 

ing Feat Since the 

EN. GOETHALS accomplished 
(Gj one of the greatest feats of 

engineering and construction 
since the Egyptians completed 
their mighty pyramids in cutting 
the Panama Canal. While the 
American forces under Goethals 
found on the Isthmus of Panama 
the relics of many years’ toil by 
several French companies who 
had attempted to dig the canal, 
what the French accomplished 
was of little, if any, aid to those 
who finally succeeded. It was the 
ingenuity, persistence and brains 
of the army engineers, the _ re- 
markable efficiency of the 
men who labored under them, and 
the unusual organizing ability of 
Goethals that did in less than a 
decade what the experts of other 
nations declared could never be 
done. 

Goethals, appointed by President 
Roosevelt in 1906 to take over the 
work of digging the canal across 
the Isthmus, gathered as aids the 
mest efficient body of army offi- 
cers at the call of the Government. 
and proceeded to Panama with an 
organization almost wholly mili- 
tary. 
Success Built Upon Failure. 

The success of Goethals was 
built largely upon the failure of his 
predecessors, chief of which were 
three French companies. Even 
the famed De Lesseps, builder of 
the Suez Canal, abandoned the task 
and spent the rest of his life a 
ing over his failure to master 
difficulties presented at Panama. 

During this time the United 
States was not exactly at ease re- 
garding Panama. But it was not 
until 1903 that Congress appropri- 
ated the necessary funds and per- 
mitted the work to proceed as a

NAUVOO, Ill, Jan. 21.—The 
bones of Joseph Smith, dicta- 
torial Mormon prophet assassinated 
by a mob 83 years ago, have had 
their third burial here after com- 
ing to light six days ago in an 
“inspired” search. 

In a tri-part crypt overlooking 


the Mississippi, they rest now be- 
side the bones of Emma Smith 
Bidemon, who was the prophet’s 
widow, and those of Hyrum Smith, 
his brother, killed also by the mob 
that slew the prophet in 1844 in 


Carthage, Ill. 

The prophet’s grandson—Fred M. 
Smith, uncompromising anti-poly- 
gamist of Kansas City and presi- 
dent of the Reorganized Church 
that is at doctrinal strjfe with Utah 


Mormons, conducted the ceremonies 
late Friday afternoon when the 
three skeletons were sealed in their 
compartments. 

Stone Shaft to Mark Grave. 

A towering shaft of stone is to 
pe raised: to the prophet’s memory 
on the site of the crypt. Studding 
a slight promontory and but ten 

} from the river bank at the 

‘dO? Nauvoo Hiil, it should be a 
lan@mark visible for miles up and 
down the Mississippi between Keo- 
kuk ahd Fort Madison. 

The discovery of the bones of the 
mystic Vermonter whese votaries 
believe the “Book of Mormon” to 
be of divine origin with the Bible, 
and those of his brother, sets at 
rest forever, according to Fred M. 
Smith, “those many rumors we 
have heard about the spiriting 
away of these remains.” 

Three years ago, according to 
Smith, he learned’ the secret burial 
place of his grandfather and great- 
uncle. His father—Joseph Smith 
lI, son of the prophet, who was 
known as Joseph Smith Jr.—took 
him to Nauvoo, he said, and said 
the prophet was buried “under the 
springhouse” on the old Smith 
homestead. 

The spring house, however, had 
fallen into decay and no trace of 
it remained. Smith’s father said, 
“The time has not come. When 
the time has come, you'll find the 
bodies without any trouble.” 

The bodies had been secretly 
buried following the murder of the 
two brothers at the hands of a mob 
fired by rumors that the prophet 
had 20 or more secret wives and 
that he encouraged the practice of 
gecret polygamy in Nauvoo. Feel- 
ing ran so high against the two 
brothers, but particularly against 
the tyrannical] prophet, that Mor- 
mon elders hid the bodies, fearing 
their defacement. 

Caskets of Sand Publicly Buried. 

A public funeral was held but 
the caskets contained sand. The 
bodies were secretly placed first in 
the cellar of the Nauvoo House, 
the supply base for the Mormon 
colony, and later buried, in the 
presence of the widow Emma and 
the Prophet’s 124year-old son, in 
the spring house. s 

The structure fell into decay and 
was covered over with dirt at the 
burial of the prophet’s widow. For 
83 years the bodies were undis- 
turbed in their unmarked gravee 
while controversies by the score 
arose as to where they had been 
buried. Elders of the Utah church, 
according to Fred M. Smith, con- 
tended the bodies had been secret- 
ly removed from Nauvoo and taken 
to Salt Lake City. This rumor 
caused the Reorganized Church 
distinct pain because it believes 
that Brigham Young, who led the 
Mormons to Utah, did not have 
authority in usurping Mormon 
leadership and that Utah Mormons 
are essentially in error. * 

The rock on which the two fac- 
tions split was the issue of polyg- 
amy, later proclaimed by Brigham 
Young on the authority that the 
prophet (Smith) had told him’ of 
a revelation from God authorizing 
practice. The Reformed 
Church believes the prophet had 
only one wife and states Utah 
Mormons are in error when they 
say Joseph Smith left 28 wives be- 
hind him when he was killed.

; ee actor cannot be real on the 


The natural acting that “gets 
across” and impresses an audience 
is the result of training, experience 
and study. I have met a good 
many youthful reformers in my 
time who insist upon being really 
natural, but their acting never gets 
beyond the footlights. These be- 
long to the school that will not be 
bound by conventions. 


If we could find some way of 
freeing the audience from the con- 
ventions of the theater we might, 
perhaps, hope to escape from them 
ourselves. But one of the conven- 
tions is that they have to pay for 
their seats and another that they 
have to sit where they are put. 
Now if an actor is going to turn 
his back to an audience just when- 
ever he feels it’s natural, because 
(as I have heard so many of the 
reformers say) “we do not always 
sit down and face one way ina 
room,” then the audience should 
be allowed to stroll around after 
him if they feel that they would 
like to hear what he is saying. 


E hear of great actors and 
OF decene being so carried 
away by their parts that they 
lose themselves entirely. I like to 
read of that, because I know what 
it means. I know those wonderful 
moments of exaltation, which an 
actor has occasionally, when he 
ceases to be himself and is entered 
by the very soul of his character. 
That happens now and then, But 
of course he doesn’t really loss 
himself. If he did there is no rea. 
son why his emotions should not 
get into his legs and carry him 
clear off the stage and into some 
remote corridor of the house. Obvi- 
ously he is all the time aware of 


the limitations imposed upon him 
by the architecture of the theater. 
He not only is aware that he must 
remain within the framé of the 
stage but he also knows that, at a 
certain and pre-arranged moment. 
he has to cross right or left or cen- 
ter or upstage and that if he 
doesn’t do so he probably mars the 
performance by some other char- 
acter equally necessary for the 
presentation of the play. 

There are instances when leading 
actors, in giving full piay to their 
emotions, disregard these carefully 
rehearsed arrangements, to the 
confusion of the other actors per- 
forming with them; but that is not 
so much because they have forgot- 
ten they are acting as it is that 
they are remembering they are 
stars. '

What the camera sees, the 
audience sees in a lesser degree, 


perhaps, but sufficiently plainly. 
My opinion ig-that the eyes are the 
actor’s most Valuable assistants if 
legitimately used, and that they 
cannot truly register an emotion 


that is not behind them. 


HE instance of young players 
So overcome with their emotions 
that they burst inte such floods 
of tears that their audiences are 
dissolved in laughtér is no argu- 
mént against feeling. They don’t 
know their business; they are not 


trained players. 

Acting is an art, not merely an 
exhibition of emotions. An 
doesn’t lose himself on the stage. 
If he did there would be nothing 
to prevent his walking off the stage 
in his transports of emotion and 
finishing his big scene in the pub- 
lic square. But his emotion need 
be no less sincere because it is har- 
nessed; it may be just as true. In 
real life we have to exercise con- 
trol. When we are in the great- 
est distress we are generally con- 
scious that we must not make an 
exhibition of ourselves, byt we do 
not feel grief any the less poig- 
nantly. And so, on the stage, the 
fact that we are conscious of our 
audience and of the mechanical 
limitations of the theater should 
not prevent the trained actor from 
deep feeling. ° 

My opinion is that the practiced 
actor is at his best when he feels 
the emotion that he is attempting 
to convey.

Young Russian Pianist to Play 
Here Friday and Saturday 
With Molinari Again Con- 
ducting Orchestra. 


UVADIMIR HOROWITZ, the 
VY vouns Russian pianist who ar- 

rived in America about two 
weeks ago, is expected to create 
the same impression in St. Louis 
when he plays with the St. Louis 
Symphony Orchestra at the Odeon 
next Friday afternoon and Satur- 
day evening, that he did in New 
York 10 days ago, when he played 
under the baton of Sir Thomas 
Beecham with the New York 
Fhilharmonic Orchestra. 

Horowitz is to play Rachmani- 
noff’s Concerto No. 3 in D minor 
with the orchestra, under Moli- 
nari’s baton, for the latter returns 
today to take up again his work 
of rehearsal with the St. Louis 
orchestra in preparation for the 
final concerts of his guest conduc- 
torship, this week and next.

through it in a manner that re- 
sulted in a remarkable ovation for 
him. The New York critics seemed 
agreed that the youth is one of 
the geniuses of the planoforte. 

Molinari’s program will present 
“Autumn” and “Winter,” thus 
completing the yearly round of 
Vivaldi’s “Four Seasons,” of which 
Seventeenth Century Italian music 
audiences have had foretastes in 
the two preceding concert pairs.

In Great Britain, France, Belgi- 
um, Holland and the Scandinavian 
countries, democratic institutions 
seem to be more firmly estab- 
lished than ever. Britain, which 
is the pioneer of the popular gov- 
ernment, is advancing further in 
that direction. Before the World 
War, the House of Commons was 
elected om household suffrage. In 
1918 we saw general adult male 
suffrage being introduced into our 
country for the first time, We also 
saw, for the first time, suffrage 
extended to women over 30 years 
of age. 

Next year, the Government is 
pledged to introduce and carry 
through Parliament a méasure 
that will extend the franchise to 
women over 21 on the same terms 
as men. This year, there are 22,- 
000,000 voters in Britain; next 
year there will be 26,000,000 or 
27,000,000. The reign of democ- 
racy then will be completely es- 
tablished in this country of slow 
but sure progress. 


Dictators Rule 
Italy and Spain. 


In Italy and Spain democracy 
is, for the time being, under the 
weather. Those two great Latin 
countries are. for practical pur- 
poses, Cromwellian common- 
wealths where, whatever the form 
of government may be, the sub- 
stance of it is dictatorship of the 
raost ruthless kind. The will of 
the people is subordinate to the 
suthority of the chief ruler. Ie 
aeither of these two countries 
goes there seem to be any imme- 
diate prospect of any change being 
effected. 

A leading Italian informed me 
the other day that Mussolini prob- 
ably would continue to rule Italy 
as lonz as the financial stability 
of the country was secure. He at- 
i its present security to the 
enormous. sums of money ad- 
vanced by America to Italy in the 
last few years, and he predicted 
that when the loans ceased to 
flow into Italian enterprise, there 
would be a collapse of Fascism. 

Russia never nas been a democ- 
racy. I doubt whether there is 
the slightest chance of that na- 
tion’s adopting democratic and 
popular institutions, in the real 


‘sense of the term, for at least 


a generation. Popular education 
is the only safe foundation for 
democratic government, and the 
education of the children of the 
people has hardly begun in that 
vast country. We shall probably, 
see, therefore, a succession of oli- 
garchies, | merging ultimately in 
dictatorship. 

A deadly conflict is being 
waged, at the present moment, be- 
tween rival factions in that coun- 
try. The thick eurtain of censor- 
ship makes it difficult for outsid- 
ers to perceive accurately or even 
to estimate approximately what is 
going on, but whether Stalin re- 
tains his power or his 
succeed in their efforts to over- 
throw him, democracy will not 
have a look-in. -It will mean 
simply the substitution of one 
oligarchy for another. 


Germany Has Freed 
Itself of Autocracy. 


Germany is the most interesting 
experiment in democracy at this 
moment. Whatever war may 
have achieved for other countries, 
it undoubtedly has succeeded in 
emancipating Germany from an 
autocratic thraldom from which 
even the revolution of 1848 failed 
to free its people. Every effort 
made up to the present to re 
store the lordship of the Hohen- 
zollerns bas failed ludicrously 
and there is no prospect, as far 
as one can see, of any other dy- 
gasty taking their place,

The republic is growing in pop- 
ularity, influence and authority. 
It has been accepted by the over- 
whelming mass of the German 


people. They regard it as the best 


guarantee of peace and progress. 
Germany may yet become the 
greatest hope of democratic insti-

In Eastern Prussia, the junkers 
still may hanker after empire, 
but the industrial classes, wheth- 
er they represent capital or labor, 
are becoming increasingly at- 
tached to the idea of free oes 
government, 


Poland, as ustal, is an uncer- 
tain quantity. In form, the Gov- 
ernment ‘still is based on popular 
principles and the popularity of 
Gen. Pilsudski is such that prob- 
ably, if his power were referred — 
to a plebiscite, he would secure a 
majority of the electorate in his 
favor.

Ejections in Three 

Countries This Year. 

During this year, the electors in 
most of the jeading countries of 
the world will be called upon once 
more to reconsider the problems 
of government. There will be the 
election of a President ie Unit- 
ed. States, of fa 
France and Germany, and there 
may be an election fm Great 
Britain, although it ¥ not due 
here until 1929. 

There may be something that 
will pass for elections taking place 
in Italy, but the result there is a 
prearranged conclusion, The reg- 
ister of the voters and the choice 
of members of Parliament are or- 
ganized on a basis that can end in 
nothing’ but a Fascist majority. 
The electoral system, under dicta- 
torships, always works with the 

inevitability of predestination. 

But in the purely democratic 
countries of Europe and Ameriea, 
the choice will be a free one and 
the results will have an interest 
for all those who are weighing 
and balancing the probabilities of 
the future for these all-powerful 
nations. In none of these coun- 
tries will the electors be called 
upon, as far as I can see, to make 
very momentous decisions. People 
are not prepared anywhere for 
revolutionary changes in their 
social and economic systems. The 
only issue seems to be whether 
the balance will be shifted a little 
more or a little less to the left. 

The Socialist appeal in all 
these countries has been watered 
down to a very pale beverage 
which bears little resemblance to 
the strong potations of 1919, with 
their full measure of nationaliza-— 
tion and confiscation, Russia ap- 
pears to have cured the world

RADICALLY DIFFERENT 
CIRCUITS ANNOUNCED 


One Has Tuned Stages Ahead 


of Tubes—Other Gives Full 
Sideband Reception. 


With two promising “new” cir- 
cuits, in addition to shielded grid 
tubes and AC tubes, radio experi- 
menters and set builders are likely 
to have an interesting time the 
balance of the winter and through 


the spring and summer. 
The new circuits are the Somer- 
salo and the Vreeland. The for- 


mer has all its tuned stages ahead 
of its tubes. The latter is said to 
permit reception of the full side- 
bands of a broadcast signal with- 
out loss of selectivity. Construc- 
tional details are not available yet 
for either circuit, though receivers 
embodying them are reported to 
have lived up to the inventors’ 
claima, 

Neither of these circuits is like- 
ly to have any effect on commer- 
cial receivers for a long time to 
come. 

The Somersalo Circuit. 

Dr. George A. Somersalo, a Fin- 
nish physicist formerly with the 
De Forest Radio Co., has ceased 
to use the idea of coupling two 
tuned circuits with a vacuum tube. 

Vacuum tubes are, of course, 
used in the Somersalo system, but

Keep Battery Clean. 

An old rag and water are all 
that is needed to keep the termi- 
nals, the vent caps and the top of 
a battery clean at all times. When 
the vent caps are removed, fill 
each cell with distilled water if 
needed, and then put the battery 
on charge. Wash off the vent 
caps and place them aside until 
dry and clean. After the battery 
is charged it will be bubbling and 


shooting fine spray up through the 
holes in the covers all over the cell 
covers, sealing compound connec- 
tors, terminals, everything. But 
notwithstanding this, test it with 
a hydrometer. If fully charged, 


clean the top in this way: Get an 
old rag, one that will not be needed 
again except for use on thes bat- 
tery, and wet it. It is impossibie 
to wipe up electrolyte with a dry 
rag. Then squeeze it out, and with 
this damp rag wipe off the entire 
top, terminals, connectors, handles 
and sides if they show any acid. 
Wipe them off well. If the battery 
is fully charged, it will be a little 
warm and it will soon dry through 
the simple process of evaporation 
and will dry clean, very clean.

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“Chicago May’s” Crook-and-Crimino

NEW YORK. 


HICAGO MAY” 
CHURCHILL is en- 
gaged. Maybe it 
isn’t an item to stir 
up com petition 
among society edi- 
tors, but it’s a fact 
solemnly announced 
by the bride and 
groom to be. At 
51—or is it 61?—Chicago May of a 
thousaud swindles and _. blackmail 
schemes is going to wear orange blos- 
soms. And not only is she getting 
married. This one-time queen of the 
underworld, who used to excel in the 
art of luring aristocratic and circum- 
spect gentlemen in front of a_ secret 
camera, is going to marry a crimin- 
ologist—one of those wise fellows who 
put people like Chicago May under the 
microscope and write books about 
them. Indeed, he once wrote a book 
which was mostly about Chicago May 
herself. It was called ‘‘Ladies of the 
Underworld.”’ All of which may help 
to identify the future bridegroom as 
Netley Lucas. He is 35 years old and 
comes from London, where he served 
two terms in reform schools and wrote 
several other books about ‘Crook 
Janes’’ and his own experiences in 
crime. 

“But don't imagine he is going to 
reform me,’ warns Chicago May in an- 
nouncing her betrothal. ‘‘He isn’t. Il 
reformed myself a long time ago.’’ 

The “long time ago’ presumably 
means some time since 1917, when the 
lady—her real name is May Vivienne 
Churchill—finished her latest prison 
term and was deported back to the 
United States from England. Or it 
may have been during that 10-year 
term that she reformed. Anyway, she 
isn't likely to slip lower into crime 
now (how could she?) because for sev- 
eral years she has been writing ‘‘con- 
fessions.’’ In Detroit, where she has 
lived since her return to this country, 
she has gone about without police sur- 
veillance and passed very well for a 
woman of literary pursuits. She is 
said to have enjoyed a wide circula- 
tion of her confessions and a substan- 
tial income. 

Lucas, incidentally, is a great little 
confessor, too. Observe some of his 
book titlese—‘‘The Autobiography of a 
Crook,” of confes- 
“London and Its Criminals,”’ 
which is semi-autobiographical: 
“Criminal Paris,’ which is also semi- 
autobiographical, and ‘‘Crook Janes, a 
Study of the Woman Criminal,’ which 
makes no end of embarrassing admis- 
sions about the conduct of its author.

© IT may have been mutual ad- 
G muiration for each other's confes- 

sing style that drew him and Chi- 
cago May together. He is a _ pink- 
cheeked, deep-browed young man who 
likes to tell about what a terrible life 
he has led. Indeed, he says, his ¢ca- 
reer has been one of ceaseless vil- 
lainies from the time he was 6 years 
old. And, in heaping reproaches upon 
himself for the downfall of stunning 
and previously irreproachable high- 
born ladies, he intimates his hypnotic 
eye had something to do with it. In

that particular, he ana Chicago Ma) 
have another point in common. She 
has a hypnotic eye, too, or used to 
have one, and she plied it with devas- 
tating virtuosity well known to the 
police of three continents. 

Lucas says, too, that he has no 1dea 
of reforming Mrs. Churchill by mar- 
riage. It’s not that kind of a mar- 
riage, he asserts. Neither is it a move 
toward convenience in further collab- 
oration. It is a real rgmance that had 
its beginning while Lucas was at work 
on ‘Ladies of the Underworld.” In 
preparation of that work on famous 
women criminals of all time, the au- 
thor says, Mrs. Churchill assisted and 
inspired him. He became attached to 
her then, and when he came to New 
York recently to begin study of under- 
world conditions in the United States, 
the romance was revived. That is 
about all the criminologist will have 
to say about the engagement except 
that he knew May was a notorious 
criminal, and neither will go so far as 
to say when the wedding is to take 
place. 

Just when it was that Chicago May 
Churchill made her debut in crime is 
not clearly set forth, though the rec- 
ord of her exploits is long and copious. 
It must have been at least 40 years 
ago when she was still a girl in Oma- 
ha, because as early as 35 years ago 
she was already notorious as a black- 
mailer in Chicago. At that early date 
she had already achieved the monicker 
of ‘“‘Chicago May’’ and was coming 
into much additional notoriety by vir- 
tue of the fact that she was the asso- 
ciate and sweetheart of Eddie Guerin. 
one of the country’s most elusive and 
skillful crooks. 


ER name originally was May 
H Latimer, but real names didn’t 

make much difference in May’s 
career because she picked up a new 
one whenever it seemed expedient. 
Another real name she had later was 
Sharp. About 22 years ago she mar- 
ried James Montgomery Sharp, son of 
an old and respected Massachusetts 
family, who died an early death, a sui- 
cide. She refrained, however, from 
disgracing the family further by hold- 
ing on to the name of Sharp. She 
continued to be known as May 
Churchill. 

May was born in Ireland somewhere 
around 60 years ago and came to this 
country with her parents at the age 
of 9. The Latimer family went to 
Omaha to live and there, when May 
was about 18, she met Guerin, who 
later was to become internationally 
famous as the only prisoner who-ever 
had escaped from Devil’s Island. She 
and Guerin apparently possessed a 
strong fascination for each other: It 
may have been that it was the inscrut- 
able affinity of one crook for another, 
but anyway Guerin, with his suavity 
and polish, seemed to awaken more 
human feeling in May than anybody 
else was ever able to do unless it was 
this new suitor, the cherub-faced crim- 
inologist. She followed Guerin to 
Chicago and immediately things began 
to happen in the way of blackmailing 
activities. 

She quickly became the great under- 
world lady of her day. She was young 
and beautiful and clever. She had big 
brilliant eyes and these qualities, cou-

pled with a genius for snaring rich 
and prominent men, made her so dan- 
gerous that Chicago’s gallants felt a 
lot safer when she packed up and went 
to New York. Chicago’s gain, how- 
ever, was expensive to New York. She 
had roped half a dozen men of great 
affairs before New Yorkers became 
aware of their danger. One of her 
victims,. a brother of a New York 
magistrate, swore in court that she 
had hypnotic power, and that this was 
the reason he had fallen into her 
clutches. That may have been what 
they called it in those days, but in later 
times they called it “‘vamping.”’ So 
in all probability, May wasn’t a hyp- 
notist at all, but was simply good at 
vaniping. 

She came eventually to be the most 
talked about woman in New York. She 
had an attractive personality and 
pleasing address. She was always at- 
tired in the very loftiest heights of 
fashion and always seemed to have 
plenty of money, which she threw to 
the winds as prosperous crooks usually 
do. She even outgrew New York after 
a time and in turn invaded Paris and 
London. Eddie Guerin went with her, 
or she went with him, and they oper- 
ated together until Eddie was sent to 
Devil’s Island in 1902. That was for 
robbing the American Express Com- 
pany in Paris. Eddie and his 
gang got away with many thousand 
dollars in that memorable holdup and 
Eddie, caught soon afterward, got 
‘life’ for it. 


AY got five years, but that 
IV ace cure her. Six months 
after her release she was going 


stronger than ever. She had achieved 
such coups that when she was sen- 
tenced to another long term in 1907, 
less than a year after her release, Lon- 
don was speaking extravagantly of her 
prowess. A London cable to the New 
York Times declared that “her fasci- 
nations have made an earl, a knight, 
several astute barristers and a large 
number of other well-known London- 
ers easy victims of her clever black- 
mail schemes.”’ 

Her method of operation was quite 
simple. Charley Smith told about it in 
1922 upon his release from Dartmoor 
prison after serving 15 years for a 
crime that Chicago May instigated. 
After Guerin went to Devil's Island, 


May picked up Smith and the two lived 
together while Eddie was laboring in 
the swamps of French Guiana. Charley, 
therefore, had opportunity to gain in- 
timate inside knowledge of May's 
methods. Here is his description of 
his meeting with her and of her tac- 


tics: 
a | Smith related. “I had just ar- 

rived in London and had been 
spending my money in all the swell 
hotels and bars and had drifted into 
the Holburn restauant. As I sat there 
drinking a lady came in. 

“She was a tall woman. Her eyes 
were blue and her hair was gold.. I 
thought she was mighty handsome. I 
spoke to her and we got to talking. I 
told her about South Africa and the 
night life in Joeburg, and the gam- 
bling I’d seen there. (Smith, an 
American, was a cavalryman fighting 
with the British in the Boer war.) 


“After a while she asked: ‘Do you 
know who I am?’ 

‘‘*No,’ I said, ‘but you look good to 
me.’ 

‘‘‘I’m Chicago May,’ she said. 


“I knew who she was then. I'd 
read about her in the papers. Chicago 
May Churchill she was. I'd read how 
she and Eddie Guerin and their little 
gang had tapped the American Express 
Company’s safe. She had finished her 
five-year term and had béen in Lon- 
don six months or so. 

“Well, we went on drinking and 
talking together. She was still pretty, 
although her five years in prison and 
her life with Guerin had told on her. 
Her American talk and her trace of 
soft Irish sounded awfully good to me. 
We made friends. 

“Then she met me in the Province 
Bar, opposite Queen’s Hotel, and we 
talked some more. 

‘“‘*Why don’t you move into my flat 
in Regent’s Park?’ she asked finally. 
So I moved my things over to live with 
her. 

“She had two flats, I found out— 
the one in Regent’s Park, where she

passed as a perfectly respectable young 
married woman, and one at 107 Gower 
street, where things were different. 

“In the Gower street flat she was 
back at the old game she had played in 
Chicago and New York years before. 
Many a rich tourist in London fell for 
her good looks and came with her from 
the restaurant to that flat. ‘There was 
a sliding panel in the wall. At the 
right time the panel would be slipped 
back without a sound and a camera 
snapshot would be taken. 

“She had some badly scared men in 
there more than once. There was one 
rich business man from Brazil who 
handed May $30,000 in cash for that 
snapshot. He was scared white. Some 
of them paid up like sports, though. 
There was ‘Babe,’ a millionaire En- 
glishman, a stockbroker that May 
lived with, who sent word to us, after 
May and I were arrested, that he 
would pay all our solicitors’ expenses 
for’us. He was arrested in Paris later. 

“Chicago May and I lived easy. Fun- 
ny thing, we were at a table in the 
Cecil Bar one night when an English 
detective beckoned to me and drew me 
aside. 

‘“*Do you know that woman you are 
with?’ he whispered. ‘Better look out. 
She's a notorious crook.’ 

“T thanked him and went back to 
May and tipped her off. I pretended 
to tell her goodbye and left the room 
first.’ 


T THE time Chicago May was 
A consorting with Charley Smith 

and luring unsuspecting gentle- 
men to her trick flat, however, she 
was nearing the end of her career as 
an extortionist. Her great and glor- 
ious days were over. Those were the 
days with Eddie Guerin, days when the 
two were getting money easily and 
throwing it to the winds around the 
Paris Exposition of 1900 and later at 
the Horseshoe, the famous tavern in 
Tottenham Court road in London. She 
got more public mention out of her as- 
sociation with Guerin than she ever 
got on her own account and she leaped 
into additional fame when he made his 
remarkable escape from Devil's Island. 
That was in 1905 when she was still in 
prison at Montpelier, doing five years 
for her part in the express robbery. 
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“Chicago May” at 35. 


Guerin had been sent to the motor 
ious French island prison for life, 
along with “Dutch Gus,” another 
noted Chicago crook and former sweet- 
heart of May.

N THE conventional, rather narrow 
] social life of Waco it was inevitable 

that the Wigleys should be much 
thrown together with the Crespis. It 
would be difficult to find a more strik- 
ing contrast to Wigley than Pio Crespi 
afforded. 

Educated in Italy, a member of a 
very old Italian family, firmly rooted

in pride and tra- 
dition, he came 
to Savannah, 
Georgia—a younger son in search of 
his fortune in the new world— 
in 1904. In 1907 he came to Waco 
and established the Crespi & Co. cot- 
ton agency. Starting with some cap- 
ital, he achieved a rapid success, and 
it was not long before his firm had 
branches all over Texas and in many 
European cities. He made a specialty 
of exporting cotton. 

Success in business is the only thing 
that Wigley and Crespi have in com- 
mon. The Italian always struck a for- 
eign, exotic note here. He had little 
regard for local prejudices and conven- 
tions. He dressed just as though he 
had been living in Paris or Rome— 
spats of dove gray with matching 
waistcoat, a soft, fawn-colored felt hat 
and a malacca stick, or a severely cut 
morning coat with gray pinstripe 
trousers, and in the evening, of course, 
very formal attire, with the decoration 
that the King of Italy had given him 
on the ribbon that spanned the white 
expanse of his shirtfront. 

It would have been slightly danger- 
ous for anyone else to have attempted 
such absotute splendor. But Crespi got 
away with it, and more. Perhaps be- 
cause of his debonair, cosmopolitan 
manner, his charming graciousness. 

Some years after the Wigley mar- 
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riage, Crespl, 
who had married 
Louise McKinsey 
of New York, 
built an attractive home near the 
Wigley , residence. More than ever 
before the two families were to- 
gether. And, so far as even the 
most skeptical observer could detect, 
there existed merely the pleasant 
friendliness of four congenial people. 


HERE were occasional whispers, 
but they were only whispers, and 
they seemed utterly malicious 
and ungrounded. All four were popu- 
lar in the circle in which they moved. 
Mrs. Wigley, in particular. She is a 
golf enthusiast and was president of 
the Spring Lake Women’s Golf Club. 
It was last June that Mrs. Wigley 
told her friends she was going to 
Europe for a vacation trip.

And then, in that determined fash- 
ion which has characterized many of 
his actions, Wigley, on the seventh day 
after the divorce, took the step that 
revealed the whole story and left no 
one in doubt. 

While all the charges in his aliena- 
tion suit are not known, they have 
been partially disclosed by the District 
Clerk, with whom they were first 
filed. Wigley asserts that his wife 
was with Crespi in Europe last sum- 
mer. He charges that the alienation 
began when Crespi first moved into the 
neighborhood in which they lived, and 
that Mrs. Wigley was a frequent vis- 
itor ‘at the Crespi home. 

Crespi has left Waco. He now lives 
in Dallas, and it was there that the 
papers in the suit were served on him. 
Another suit has further complicated’ 
the tangle. Mrs. Wigley asks that her 
former husband’s $250,000 estate be 
partitioned. And it is said that there 
will be still another suit over the per- 
manent custody of the Wigley children. 


HE alienation suit has not yet 
I come to trial. Its probable out- 
come is one of the favorite top- 
ics of conversation here just now. 
Should Wigley be successful in obtain- 
ing a large judgment, Crespi still has 
much property here which could be 
levied upon. The holdings which he 
still retains in Waco are said to be 
worth $200,000. Visitors to Dallas re- 
port that the suave Crespi is not very 
much disturbed by the prospect of 
facing cross-examination on the wit- 
ness stand. It has been rumored that 
the suit will be settied out of court. 
Meanwhile, the old ladies on the 
country club porch are rocking furi- 
ously, spurred on by this newest and 
most intriguing topie of conversation. 
It is all a little bit annoying, they seem 
to feel, that a romance that began s0 
auspiciously should come to such an 
unfortunate ending.

Human- 
ity needs them. 

In Kansas City (State of Missouri) 
lives one Logan Clendening, M. D. He 
practises medicine in that city and 
he is associate professor of medicine 
at the nearby University of Kansas.

And he _ recently has 
written a book, “The Human Body’

We say: ‘A man is as old as his ar- 
teries, and, certain reservations being 
noted, that is sound physiologic doc- 
itrine. But what causes arteries to 
harden? Many of colleagues in 
the medical profession have been try- 
ing to show for many years the in- 
fluence of various agents. They have 
rot been able to convince even them-

cused are alcohol, tobacco, red meat, 
and salt. Yet it must be plain to any- 
one that people who indulge in all 
these ingredients freely go on to ripe 
old ages, and others who flee them 
religiously die of apoplexy and angina 
in a state of total decrepitude at the 
age of fifty-three. é' 
“It is not meant to be implied that 
alcoho] no injury to the body. 
{t may also be admitted that indulg- 
ence in alcoho! totally unfits one for 
first-class work, at least during the 
period of indulgence. The idea that 
Poe and Verlaine wrote their tales or 
poems under its influence is sheer 
nonsense. What is meant to be said

But what I most 
emphatically object to is the use of 
the sciences of physiology and path- 
ology as handmaids to do the dirty 
work of prohibition agitators. Because 
the facts do not warrant any such in- 
terpretation. 

“Exercise and fresh air are  sup- 
posed to be the sovereign augmenters 
of long life. I admit that they make 
one feel better. That they promote 
longevity I seriously doubt. No, much 
as I might like to believe it, happy 
as I should be to follow dietary and 
ethical restrictions if I were  con- 
vineed of their validity, an impartial 
examination of all the means yet pro- 
.posed to prevent early death or 
lengthen life leaves me with the con- 
viction that nothing anybody does to 
himself after he is born makes more 
than a few hours difference at the 
most.

HE other defect which the 
subject illustrates may be 
called the doctrine of the 

By this is meant a 
certain passionate acceptance of the 
belief that a machine can do more 
or tell more about a human being than 
another human being can. The pa- 
tient (who has usually had no 
symptoms, but whose high blood-pres- 
sure has been discovered by a life in- 
surance examiner or a health exten- 
sion institute) finds on a visit to his 
doctor that his blood-pressure this 
week is 190 when last week it was 
185. Here, you see, the poison of 
the doctrine of the machine begins to 
operate. The machine, so the patient 
considers, is more accurate, less in- 
fluenced by emotion, than a human 
adviser, and therefore its information 
must be more trustworthy. Even if 
the physician follows the example of 
his eighteenth-century predecessor and 
says that as a matter of human ex- 
perience he has seen a good many of 
these patients, that minor fluctuations 
are not very important, and that ifn 
general his case is proceeding satis- 
factorily and that it requires nature a 
long time to take its course in such 
matters, even that would not com- 
pletely comfort the patient, for there 
is the verdict of the awful, inhumane- 
ly accurate machine; so the sky is 
overcast, and the sun is darkened, the 
remembrance of the dental extraction 
and the gall-bladder draining and the 
intravenous radium is bitter in the 
nostrils, and the children had better 
not ask for the use of the car when 
he gets home. 

“These two difficulties augment 
each other in preventing an wunder- 
standing of the subject of high blood- 
pressure, and of the kindred subject 
of hardening of the arteries. For 
what, after all, are these mysterious 
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things? Merely the process of growing 
old. That and nothing more. 

“Twenty years ago I bought my 
first blood-pressure apparatus, and, 
yatients being somewhat scarce, I 
measured the blood-pressure of my 
father and mother. I was alarmed to 
find that in both cases it was far 
above the figures set down for the 
normal at their ages. 
not only continued in the living world, 
but have continued their activities 
with a harrowing persistency. 

‘‘What advice is proper and charit- 
able to give on the subject? The 
most important thing to say is that 
the fluctuations in blood-pressure are 
not an index of the general physical 
condition. 

“Recently I saw in one of the 
pastoral letters which H. Addington 
Bruce, M. D., distributes ever so oft- 
en in the lay press, a statement to 
the effect that he had heard a promi- 
nent physician say that golf was a 
good exercise for elderly men, but 
that every man over fifty should 
have a careful examination of his 
heart before he undertook ua season of 
play. Dt. Bruce did not think that 
the prominent physician went far 
enough and advised that the age of 
forty should be set for the proper lim- 
it of yearly cardiac examination. No 
more pernicious and meddlesome doc- 
trine is current today than that of 
which such a statement is an exam- 
ple. Its most dangerous feature is 
its plausibility. It does seem logical! 
to a business man untrained in medi- 
cal view-points or habit of mind that 
he should be examined once or twice 
a year to see ‘if everything is in good 
running order. But a very super- 
ficial analysis of the matter will 
show that its integrity depends upon 
two assumptions—one, that the dis- 
ease is absolutely symptomiess, that 
the examination by a physician is 
conducted with instruments more deli- 
cate and more accurate than the pa- 
tient’s own sensations, and the other 
is that when the possible defects are 
found, they can be successfully rem- 
edied. Both of these assumptions, in 
my experience, are false.

Knoxville in 1900, but business inter- 
ests caused the family to move to Jel- 
lico when she was a baby. 

“IT can’t remember,’’ she now says, 
‘“‘when I first began to sing. It really 
seems as if I’ve been singing all my 
life. I was a happy child, and so ! 
suppose it was natural for me to ex- 
press myself in song. Nature fortunate- 
ly had endowed me with a good voice, 
and so it seemed a perfectly norma! 
thing for me to take lessons.’’ 

At this time, however, she was not 
conscious of a definite desire to make 
singing her life work. With the other 
boys and girls of her acquaintance she 
attended Jellico High School, and she 
also attended the Baptist Church, 
Where she became a member of the 
choir. In a little while her voice be- 
came One of the chief consolations 
which Jellicoe Baptists found in attend- 
ing services. 


“BR Y THE time I was graduated 


from high schoo:, in 1917.” 

Miss Moore recalls, “] had a 
definite desire to study voice. { had 
always enjoyed dressing up in costume 
and in singing to an imaginary auci- 
ence, but since my family were afraia 
that encouragement might lead me to 
become a professional singer, they 
didn't heartily approve of my dressing 
up in this fashion, and so I! had to do 
it only when alone. Then I would 
stand in front of a mirror and sing to 
my heart’s content. 

“When I finished high schoo! I an- 
nounced that I wanted to study music. 
My family immediately disapproved. 
For one thing, my father, who has 
good common gense, realized that more 
people fail than succeed in following 
an artistic career. He preferred for 
me to enjoy a comfortable and safe 
life under his protection rather than 
to suffer the disappointments that 
seemed more than probable. My fam- 
ily, too, were rather strongly religious, 
and they were inclined to think that 
anything possibly leading to a career 
on the stage was likewise inevitably 
leading to a somewhat sinful exist- 
ence, or at least one in which the 
temptations of the devil would be fre- 
quent and hard to resist. Finally, 
after much discussion, a sort of com- 
promise was affected. It was agreed 
that I was to go to Ward-Belmont, a 
rather fashionable finishing schoo) for 
girls at Nashville. If at the end of a 
year I was still determined to be a 
musician, no further objection would 
be made.”’ 

So Miss Moore was duly enrolled at 
Ward-Belmont. Her surroundings were 
congenial enough and she enjoyed her 
studies. 

“But,’’ as she explains succinctly, ‘‘it 
wasn't music, and that was what 1 
wanted more than everything else. I! 
finished my year there, but I wanted to 
go East to study because I felt that the 
center of musica] activity was there. 
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This time my family objected to my 
being so far away. At last I was al- 
lowed to register in the Wilson-Green 
Music School at Chevy Chase, at 
Washington, D. C. My father accom- 
panied me to the schoo! and the other 
members of the family went to the 
train with us, all of them looking very 
sad and downcast as if I were wilfully 
embarking on a journey that would 
lead to disaster. 


‘‘An amusing thing occurred when we 
got to the school. The first thing we 
Saw as we entered the building was 
several young ladies enjoying them- 
selves in a quiet game of billiards, 
which, when you come to think of it, 
isn't such a bad way to find recreation. 
The sight, however, shocked my father 
beyond words. In the minds of most 
wf the church-going people of Jellico, 
bil\iards was associated with pool-halls 
and the haunts of vice which frequent- 
ly formed the subject for Sunday ser- 
mons.

One of 
the managers of the company had used 
up all the receipts in gambling on the 
stock market and the show went 
broke. We had our fares paid back 
to New York, and I got there Christ- 
mas Eve with just enough money for 
subway fare to my friend's apart- 
ment. When I had first joined that 
company I wired home telling my 
folks about it and also very proudly 
informed them that I would be able 
to earn my own way in the future. 
They were very nice about it, and I 
am sure they would have been only 
too glad to help me when I came back 
from the road ‘flat broke,’ but I 
couldn't bring myself to ask them for 
assistance. Instead, I put on my best- 
looking clothes, went to Reuben’s 
Restaurant and opened an account 
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there. And thus being assured of food 
and shelter, I began again hunting a 
job.

very modestly of her appearance 

in the Music Box Revue, she 
was in fact a sensation. Until then 
she had been only fairly well known 
to the public, but after her first ap- 
pearance with the Revue all New 
York was aware of the fact that an- 
other star had appeared in the Broad- 
way constellation.

Miss Moore was told that it 
would do her no harm to spend a year 
or so in studying and in acquiring an 
operatic repertoire. Indeed, it was 
rather broadly hinted that if she 
would follow these suggestions she 
could rest assured that the Metropol- 
itan would be in a most receptive 
mood. So Miss Moore performed for 
a few weeks at the Hippodrome, sing- 
ing selections from the operas to earn 
some pin money for her anticipated 
trip abroad, and in March, 1926, she 
went to Europe to spend all her time 
studying music. Last summer she was 
given another audition by the direc- 
tors of the Metropolitan, and this time 
there was no doubt about her being 
entitled to sing with the world’s great- 
est singing organization. Just how 
much the music critics of New York

GLOUCESTER, Massachusetts. 
HEN raging winds 
sweep the fishing 
banks that lle 
off the New En- 
gland coast for 600 
miles or more, it is 
the part of the 
women to wait with 
that stoical patience 
that the sea breeds 

for the subsiding of the storm and the 
return of their men. 

They wait, sometimes, 
months, years even, while hope dwin- 
dies, grows fainter and dies at last. 
They hope courageously even though 
a deeper consciousness tells them it 
is useless. 

Such was the patience and the 
courage of the widows of the crew of 
the Gloucester schooner Columbia, 
one of the finest ever built in New 
England and a contender for the 
Fishermen’s Schooner Racing Trophy 
now held by Canada. 

The discovery some time ago of a 
few oars and a battered dory, picked 
up in the vicinity of the dreaded Sable 
Island, was a erushing blow to the 
hopes of the women who. waited, 
pointing almost unmistakably to dis- 
aster. Although the Columbia with 
her crew of 26 men is still officially 
listed as ‘“‘missing,” the men of the 
banks fishing fleet believe that she 
went down in the hurricane’ that 
swept the Atlantic coastliné at the 
latter end of August. As the women 
wait, the pinch of poverty begins to 
threaten, for the fishing trade doesn't 
make millionaires. 

But to the aid of these women, and 
their children, has come tne North 
American Yacht Racing Union, repre- 
senting probably the wealthiest single 
group of individuals in the United 
States. It includes almost every yacht- 
ing club of any importance in this 
country and Canada. 

C. D. Mallory, president of this or- 
ganization; recently sent an appeal to 
all members, asking for a fund for 
the families of the crews of the Co- 
lumbia and the Avalon, another fish- 
ing schooner, run into off Cape Cod 
by an Italian liner and sent to the 
bottom with a loss of 11 lives. 

“The North American Yacht Racing 
Union represents,” the letter of appeal 
Says, ‘‘a class of sea-faring men, who, 
although not dependent upon the sea 
for a livelihood, nevertheless are 
greatiy compensated through the en- 
joyment and pleasure of yacht racing 
end who I am sure will be glad to 
have an opportunity to contribute to 
such a worthy cause.”’ 


[oo storm that swept the coast 
on August 24 was one of the 
most severe that has-been known 
in recent years. For days before the 
hurricane broke, huge waves arose 
mysteriously from calm seas. One came 
up off Ambrose lightship, at the en- 
trance of New York harbor, and 
slapped the liner Advance. Another, 
the following day, hit the steamship 
Saugus off Delaware Breakwater. 

Navy hydrographers first attributed 
them to a fast incoming tide, form- 
ing what is known as a tide scar. 
These tide scars break near inlets 
when the friction of the land hinders 
the foot of the tide, causing it to trip. 
But the most likely explanation and 
the final conclusion was that wave 
phases of distant storms coincided, 
generating large seas, an ominous 
presage of what was to come. 

That stretch of water to be traveled 
by the “bankers’’ coming home from 
the lair of the cod is a wide ene, with an 
s}most constantly changing wind and 


weeks, 
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sea variance. It is a long pull with 
a heavy cargo. The irregular Maine 
coast line, with its numerous indenta- 
tions, presents a length of over 2000 
miles. The coast east of the Kennebec 
rises abruptly to a height of from 
1000 to 2800 feet, while at other 
places it is flat and marshy as far as 
20 miles inland. Over these--variant 
lands the wind plays. and as it plays 
goes wild. 

New England fishermen are accus- 
tomed to these winds. They fight 
them year in and year out for their 
daily bread. A majority of the 
schooners that make up the fishing 
fleet go out for cruises of. several 
months’ duration, touching only occa- 
sionally at port to discharge their car- 
goes. The Columbia had sailed out 
of Gloucester in July with a crew of 
Nova Scotians. Rolling up out of the 
south, the hurricane struck’ the 
schooner with a wild -violence far 
greater than that of the ordinary 
rough weather with which the crew 
was familiar. 


EN lives are known to have been 
lost in the vicinity of Nova Sco- 
tia, and 50 in Newfoundland wa- 
ters, while this tropical blow that 
swept northward howled for 10 hours. 
Liners hove to, freighters ran be- 
fore it. Passengers, pale-faced and 
trembling, huddled in public rooms 
while. massive tonnage under them 
swayed, reeled, plunged and creaked 
and huge seas crashed from stem 
to stern, hissing water coming through 
the ports. 

Grim reports slipped through of the 
srounding of boats off Nantucket and 
Cape Cod. A woman and 10 men 
perched on the after-house of a dis- 
rmasted and waterlogged schooner for 
38 hours before they were rescued by 
a Coast Guard destroyer from Vine- 
yard Haven. The woman, wife of the 
second mate, refused to leave her 
companions when the destroyer put a 
line on the schooner. 

Half full of water and with only 
her foremast asatanding, the _ British 
coasting schooner Minas Princess was 
towed into Vineyard Haven by the 
Coast Guard. The steam trawler Har- 
vard made Boston with one dead and 
turee injured among her crew. Two 
men were washed overboard by seas 
but one was swept back on board 
again. Nine sword fishermen of the 
Portiand fleet were caught off Nova 
Scotia. The Eleanor, Capt. Tom 
Brigham, crashed on Sands Point. 
Shelburne, with both anchors gone.

We must 
have ceme down at ieast 6000 
feet, because now we were littie 
more than 3000 feet above the 
ground. The wind was in my 
favor. Throughout the fight, at 
the same time we kept getting
